drafting of contracts to supply
water from statewide water
project to local agencies which
can connect with its aqueducts.
A recent two-day hearing on
water contracts held by the
Assembly interim committee
on water demonstrated unmis-
takably that the water topic
still boils with controversy.
Three different drafts of pro-
posed contracts brought quite
mixed reactions from commit-
tee members and representa-
tives of interested groups.

BEFORE THESE proposals
were reviewed, the committee
was reminded that under the
terms of the water project law
enacted in 1959, the Legisla-
ture is specifically authorized
to prescribe terms ond condi-
tions for water contracts. Fur-
thermore, the act provides
that each contract is entered
into for the direct benefit of
the bond holders and that rev-
enues derived from fullfilment
of contracts are pledged to
purposes stated in the law.
It is said that the drafts
presented are the first compre-
hensive efforts to put words
on paper to spell out agree-
ments and commitments in-
volved in the complex relations
between the state, as builder
and operator of the project,
and the local agency purchas-
ing water. Therefore they can-
not be regarded as final, nor
necessarily satisfacory to all
water agencies who might be
involved.

First to review its draft con-
tract was the metropolitan
water district of southern
California. The district urged
signing of a contract before
the November election, at
which the $1.75 billion water
bond issue will be voted on.
Its draft called for a delivery
of a firm 1.5 million acre feet
per year at a fixed price, with
permission to draw more if
available, It would provide
that no bonds be sold until con-
tracts are made under which
75 percent of the capital cost
of the project would be repaid.

SPOKESMAN for the state
department of water resources
differed about the status of its
draft. One referred to it as a
“staff document only.” An-
other said it is a “complete
document,” needing only fill-
ing in of blanks, and signa-
tures to become effective. It
provides for allocation of water
available, acerage limitations
based on price, the extent of
state ohligations under con-
tracts, and for the time and
method of repaying capital
costs.

The draft contract submit-
ted by the south bay aqueduct
counties, Alameda, Contra
Costa and Santa Clara, would
provide for anannual lump
sum payment by each to apply
against the cost of distribu-
tion, for a fixed price per acre
foot for water delivered to a
county, and for the raising of
any additional funds needed
